To Her Majesty's Justices of the Peace for the County of 
Sussex, assembled in Quarter Sessions, held at Lewes, 
mm and for the Hastern Division of the Cownty of 
Sussex, on Monday, the 30th day of December, 1878, 
and at Petworth, in and for the Western Division of 
the said County of Sussex, on Thursday, the 2nd day 
of January, 1879. 


THe ComMMITTEE OF Vtsirors of the Sussex County 
Lunatic Asylum, appointed at the Epiphany Sessions, 
1878, report— 


That the Asylum continues to maintain its high state 
of efficiency, both in its general management, its internal 


organization, and the satisfactory condition of its inmates. 


The Committee refer the Court for details to the 
annexed Report of the Medical Superintendent, and to the 
Statistical Tables appended thereto. 
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The number of patients now in the Asylum is as

In the Discharges, are included— 


20 Out County Patients, who had been received from 
Hampshire, and whose term of contract had expired. 


It is to be observed that the Admissions are greatly in 
excess of those of any previous year, the mecrease of 


patients chargeable to Sussex being 27. 


The continued increase of County Patients has for a 
long time engaged the serious attention of your 
Committee. In the year 1870, Dr. Williams reported 
the rapid filling up of the beds on the female side, and 
steps were at once taken by the Committee, by the 
discharge of harmless patients to their friends, and by 
certain structural alterations within the building, to 
increase the accommodation of the Asylum available for 
the County Patients. 


Again in the early part of the current year the Medical 
Superintendent urged upon the Committee, that at the 
present rate of increase, even if the 20 Private Patients 
and the 22 Out County Patients chargeable to Berkshire 
were removed, the Asylum would be full at furthest im 
about three years. 
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To meet this contingency—so fruitful a source of 
expense and inconvenience in other counties—the Com- 
mittee, having received the approval of the Home 
Secretary, obtained leave from the Court of Quarter 
Sessions, at Michaelmas last, when a full report on the 
subject was made, to alter and adapt the apartments now 
occupied by the Medical Superintendent for the reception 
of patients, and to build for him at the west angle of the 
Asylum a semi-detached House, communicating with the 
main building by a covered way. 


This plan, while it affords 64 additional beds, appears to 
complete the maximam amount of accommodation to be 
obtained in the County Asylum as at present constituted. 
The Committee, however, trust that the question of 
making further provision by the County for its lunatic 
patients, will thereby be postponed for the next few years. 


Tenders have been obtained for tbe execution of these 
works, which will be commenced early in the ensuing 


spring, and be completed by the spring of 1880. 


During the past year Dr. Williams has pursued with 
the same ability and success his system of recommending 
a largely increased number of patients for discharge, either 
as cured, relieved, or committed to the custody of their 
friends; this result has been obtained by careful medical 
treatment, and by the adoption of such employment, 
- exercise, and amusements, as were best suited to the mental 


state of each patient. 


The wards have been carefully visited by members of the 
Committee of Visitors, at the meetings of the Committee, as 
well as at other times by individual members. On these 
occasions the patients have an opportunity of making 
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complaints to such members, who on their return to the 
Board Room report any complaints to the Committee, where 
they are carefully investigated, and all patients on their 
discharge are seen by the Committee and questioned as to 
the treatment they have received in the Asylum, and it is 
only right to add that the patients almost invariably 
express themselves as having been well treated, and 
further that they have seen no ill-treatment practised on 
other patients. 


The Farm continues to show a decided improvement in 
its crops of corn, of roots, and sewage grass, and when the 
accounts are finally made up a favourable balance may be 
expected. 


There has been no change amongst the officers of the 
Asylum during the past year, and the Committee are 
happy to report that both the officers and the staff 
generally have performed their duty in a_ highly 
satisfactory manner.

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(a.) The discharges (including the cases relieved) are 
44°2 per cent. on the admissions of the year. Hxcluding 
those eases relieved, the percentage of recoveries on the 
admissions stand at Male 33:1, Female 25°6. Average 
29°6. On the mean number resident it is Male 10:5, 


Female 9°5. Average 8°7. 


(b.) The mean Annual Mortality on total number under 
treatment is, Male 10°0, Female 10°5. Average 10°2. 


The admissions during the year from the County of 
Sussex have been more numerous than in any year since 
the opening of the Asylum, and number 225. An 
unusually large proportion of these cases were aged, 
chronic, imbecile, idiot, and even bedridden, or suffering 
from organic incurable brain disease; and out of the 225, 
33 have already did, and in only 59 was there the 
slightest hopes of recovery. One woman was 87 years of 
age and one man 83, whilst 10 were upwards of 70. 


124 patients have been discharged. Of these, 69 had 
quite recovered their reason, 34 were more or less relieved 
and had become so far harmless as to justify their return 
either to the care of their relatives or to the Union Work- 
houses, and 21 were discharged un-relieved. Of these last, 
20 were Out County cases chargeable to Hampshire, the 
contract with that County having expired. They were 

‘moved on June 22nd, and the transfer was effected by the 
authorities of the Hampshire Asylum. 


The deaths up to the last six weeks of the year were 
somewhat below the average. But the severe weather of 
these latter weeks was greatly felt by the aged and infirm, 
and several succumbed to it who might otherwise have

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lingered on for some weeks or months longer. This has 
caused the mortality for the year to be a little above the 


average. 


There has been no death from suicide or violence of any 
kind, and, as will be seen by a reference to Table V in 
Appendix, organic disease of the brain, heart or lungs, with 
decay of old age, account for three-fourths of the deaths, 27 
having died from brain softening, 11 from epilepsy, 14 
from general paralysis, 12 from phthisis, 7 from heart 
disease, and 11 from decay of old age. 


The death from scarlatina occurred to an idiot boy who 
was boarded out in the village with one of the Attendants’ 
wives. The infection was imported by a young woman 
who was recovering from the disease, and had been sent 
from London to the cottage next where the boy boarded. 
The boy was the first to catch it in this neighbourhood, and 
the form of disease was most virulent; it spread through 
some of the neighbouring cottages, but thanks to the 
energetic steps taken by Dr. Fussell, the Medical Officer 
of Health, was soon stamped out, and no case occurred in 


the Asylum. 


One Inquest was held during the year, viz:—on J. A., 
who died suddenly on the 6th September, at the dinner 
table. It was thought at first that he must have choked 
himself, but a post-mortem’ examination, held by order of 
the Coroner, revealed the rupture of an artery at the base 
of the brain and a very considerable extravasation of blood. 


A verdict was therefore returned to that effect. 


As has been already stated, the numbers in the Asylum 
now are, Males 354, Females 436, total 790, as against 


¥ 
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Males 358, Females 427, total 785 last year. There has 
thus been an increase of 9 Females and a decrease of 4: 
Males, leaving a total increase of 5 only in the present 


population over that of last year. 


This so far favourable result is, however, only apparent, 
and not real, because although the gross total has only 
increased by 5, the patients chargeable to Sussex have 
increased by 19, and the Out County cases have decreased 
by 14. Therefore, whereas at the end of last year there 
were 92 beds still available for Sussex cases, there are now 
only 75, consequently at the present rate of increase the 
Asylum will certainly be full before three years have 
expired, and quite possibly, should there happen to bea 
larger number of admissions and a small mortality, even 


earlier than that. 


It is now nearly ten years since any material increase 


has been made in the size of the Asylum. 


It was reckoned that when the last additions were 
made in 1870, they would, at the then rate of increase, 


suffice for about three years. 


By the discharge however at various times of about 350 
chronic and harmless patients to Union Workhouses and 
to the care of their friends and relatives, the evil day has 


been staved off until the present time. 


But further accommodation being now absolutely 
necessary, the matter was at the beginning of this year 
very carefully and fully gone into, and it was found to be 
quite impossible to add to the present fabric, to which 
additions had previously been twice made.

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Two plans however suggested themselves. 1, To erect a 
new block of buildings, complete with all offices, and avail- 
able for 100 patients. 2, To adapt the apartments in the 
centre of the building, now occupied by the Medical 
Superintendent, for the reception of the patients, and to 
build for him, adjoining the west end of the Asylum, a 
semi-detached house communicating with the main build- 


ing by a covered way. 


After mature consideration of both these plans the 
Committee decided to adopt the second, and for the 


following reasons :— 


The building of a new block involves also an entirely 
new set of offices, including kitchen, dining room, ball 
room, stores, &c., with a proportionate increase of staff, 
including an additional Medical Officer, which would 
materially and permanently increase the maintenance rate, 
and from a table that has been recently prepared of the 
cost of additions to thirty-six Asylums, it appears that this 
block could not be built for less than from £150 to £200 a 
bed, equal to £15,000 or £20,000. Such an expenditure 
. would have involved an application to the Court of Quarter 
Sessions for a grant of £10,000 or £15,000. 


In regard to the second plan :—The Superintendent’s 
present rooms can be easily converted into first-class 
accommodation for 60 or 70 patients, and a new house 
built for him for £5000, which would be only about £70 a 
bed—a third of the cost of the other plan. 


The balance accumulated under 25 and 26 Vict., cap. 
111, sec. vi., by the receipt of Private and Out County 
patients is sufficient to meet the expenditure, without an 
application to Quarter Sessions for any grant.

Moreover it would diminish rather than increase the 
Maintenance rate, as no further increase in the staff would 


be necessary, beyond another nurse or two. 


It is now many years since any application has been 
made to the Court of Quarter Sessions for a grant of 
money, and yet during the ten years from 1870 to 1880 
the accommodation in the Asylum will have been increased 
from 670 to 900 beds, and £20,000 spent in effecting this 
enlargement, and in additions, alterations, and improve- 


ments to the administrative block. 


All these alterations were urgently needed for the well- 
being of the patients and the efficient working of the 
Asylum, and had been repeatedly urged on the attention 
of the Committee by the Commissioners in Lunacy and the 
Medical Superintendent. Many of them, indeed, were 
rendered absolutely necessary, owing to the increasing 
number of lunatics sent from the Unions. 


This outlay has been met by a fund which has 
accumulated partly by the excess over maintenance 
charged to the non-contributing boroughs (viz: Hastings, 
Chichester, and Seaford,) and partly by a profit derived 
by the reception of Private and Out County Patients, the 
former of whom pay 16/- and the latter 14/- a week, the 
actual maintenance cost being 9/6. There is thus a profit 
of 4/6 a week on each Borough and Out County lunatic, 


and 6/6 on private patients, 


And had the Committee not been enabled to have thus 
provided a fund to meet the cost of the alterations referred 
to, they must have applied to the Quarter Sessions for the 
money. They may therefore claim to have saved the County 
an expenditure of £16,731 during the last eight years. 
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It has been suggested that this profit ought to go to 
reducing the rate of maintenance charged to the Unions. 
The answer to that is, that both indirectly and directly it 
has done so. 


Indirectly, in as much as if so large a number of Private 
and Out County patients had not been treated in the 
Asylum during the last eight years, the average cost of 
the reduced number of inmates would have been much 
greater than it has been, and the rate of maintenance 
charged to the Unions could never have remained at the 
low sum of 9/6. 


(From the Report of the Commissioners in Lunacy for 
1877, just published, it appears that out of 59 Pauper 
Lunatic Asylums in England and Wales, there were only 
13 charging the Unions less, and that the average main- 
tenance charge was 10/2; that is -/8 a week per patient 
more than we charge.) 


Directly, in as much as in every year but one since 1870, 
as the following table will show, the Unions have been 
charged Jess than it has cost the Asylum to maintain their 
patients. Last year alone the aggregate sum lost by the 
Asylum was £1,106, and during the last seven years it 
represents nearly £3,000.

It is a moot-point whether relieving the Union rate even 


to this extent is legitimate, and for these reasons :— 


The sum charged to the Unions for each patient they 
send to the Asylum represents the actual cost of their 
hoard, washing, and medical and skilled attendance. Nothing 
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is charged them for lodging, because the Asylum was 
built out of the County rate, to which each part of the 
County, except the non-contributing Boroughs, contributed 
in proportion. The non-contributing Boroughs, the 
Private patients, and the Out County patients therefore 
are charged so much more than the Unions, because they 
did not contribute to the original cost of the fabric, and 
this excess which they pay represents their rent for the 
accommodation they receive. 


The County Ratepayers in fact are the landlords, and it 
is manifest therefore that the rent paid by the non- 
contributing Boroughs, the Out County Innatics, and the 
Private patients, should go to relieving them and not the 
Union Rates. 


_ The Legislature has clearly recognised this principle, 
and 25 and 26 Vict., cap. lll, s. vi., gives the Visitors 
power to form a building fund, to be applied from time to 
time to the “altering, repairing, and improving of their 
‘“‘ Asylum,” and the County ratepayers would evidently 
both legally and in equity have cause for complaint were 
the money applied, to any great extent, to any other purpose 
than for their relief. 


It may further fairly be argued that, in as much as the 
wear and tear of maintaining so many Out County cases 
falls on the Asylum and its staff, the profit should be spent in 
improving the building and adding to the accommodation 


for the patients and staff. 


At one time there were as many as 150 Out County and 
Private cases in the Asylum, and necessarily such an 
ancrease in numbers could not be provided for without a 
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corresponding strain on the laundry, kitchen, bedding, 
furniture, and general fabric. 


The night nursing has been again re-organized during 


the past year, and rendered more complete. 


There are now five night nurses on the female side, and 


their work is arranged in the following manner: (1) Two 


i 
N 


nurses sit in the ward where the suicidal and epileptic , 


cases sleep, and never leave this ward for a single 
moment. This ward consists of a large associated 
dormitory for 44 beds, with six single rooms, one padded, 
opening into it. The doors of the single rooms have every 
other panel taken out so that the nurses can have a full 
view of the patient, without opening the door, after the 
manner recommended by the Commissioners, and _ the 
whole is so arranged that the nurses can see the oceupant 
of each bed from every part of the ward. A. Dent’s tell-tale 
clock is placed at the end of the ward and has to be checked 
every hour. (2) One nurse sits in the infirmary ward and 
gives her undivided attention to the sick, administering to 
them their medicine, extras, &c., &c. (3) The charge night 
nurse, accompanied by an under nurse, visits all parts of 
the wards every two hours, including the two wards already 
enumerated, and she is held responsible for the correct 
performance of their duty by the other nurses. She carries 
with her one of Iancolne and Co’s patent watchman’s 
clocks, which is arranged to check her visits in each ward 


' dn the house. 


The Medical Officers and the chief Nurse pay occasional 
unexpected visits to the wards at night, and it is but fair 
to the present staff of night nurses to record that they have 
always been found on the alert and at their post. This is 
very satisfactory, us the duty is most arduous and trying,

Exactly the same arrangement is carried out on the males’ 
side, except that four attendants instead of five are found

Conclusion. 


The Commissioners in Lunacy visited the Asylum on 
the 18th and 19th March, inspected every part of it and 
saw every patient. They left a very favourable report, 
which will be found printed further on. 


Committees of the Justices of the Boroughs of Chichester 
and Hastings, and of most of the Boards of Guardians in 
the County have visited their patients at least once, and 
in the case of Brighton four times, during the year. They 
have, without an exception, invariably expressed themselves 
satisfied with the care and treatment bestowed on the 
patients. 

The Junior Assistant Medical Officer, Dr. Newth, gave 
the usual three months’ notice of his intention to leave on 
November 29th, and a successor will be appointed early in 
the new year. 

Financially, the year has been a very satisfactory one, 
as the weekly maintenance was only 9s. 4jd. as against 
10s. last year, whilst the balance on the farm operations 
makes the satisfactory sum of £550. 


The Medical Superintendent in conclusion desires to 
acknowledge the valuable assistance he has received in the 
administration of the establishment from Dr. Worthington 
and the other Officers.

METEOROLOGICAL REPORT. 


The year 1878 presented one special Meteorological 
feature, viz:—the clearness of its atmosphere. We have 
evidence of this in the very high reading of the Solar 
Radiation Thermometer in vacuo, combined with a com- 
paratively low temperature of the air. The heat, in fact, 
passed through the air without being intercepted. 


The total rainfail for the year amounted to 29°47 inches, 
being slightly in excess of the average for the previous ten 
years. The number of wet days was 203, being 23 above 
the average for the same period. As might have been 
expected, there were no very heavy falls of rain, the 
amount en no occasion being as much as one inch in the 


twenty-four hours. 


The least rainfall occurred in March, the greatest in 
August. The least number of wet days in any month 
occurred in July, and the greatest also in August. 


The heaviest rainfall in twenty-four hours occurred on. 
June 8th, amounting to 0°90 inches. 


The greatest heat in the sun, viz:—160°8°, was recorded 
on July 23rd. The extreme of cold occurred on Christmas 
Day, the Thermometer in the grass recording on that 
morning on 14° above zero.

REPORT OF THE VISITING COMMISSIONERS 
IN LUNACY. 


Sussex County ASyYLuM, 


I8th and 19th March, 1878. 


During the two days we have been occupied in the 
inspection of this Asylum, we have gone over the whole of 
it, and have seen all the patients, except one of the male 


sex who is out on trial. 


We have pleasure in reporting very favourably of the 
general condition of the Institution, which continues, under 
the management of Dr. Williams and the careful super- 
vision of the Committee of Visitors, to be conducted in a 
most creditable manner, and in a way calculated to ensure 


the comfort and well-being of the patients. 


Since the last visit, about ten months ago, the number 
of inmates has again increased, and to-day 365 males and 
428 females are resident. Of these 336 men and 390 
women are Sussex County Patients. 22 men and 2] 
women belong to other counties, and there are 7 males and 
17 females of the private class. The Out County Patients 
are chargeable as follows:—Hants 10 of each sex, Berks 
LO of each sex; the parishes of Richmond, Poplar, and 
Greenwich each sending one patient. The charges are as 
before, viz:—Private Patients 16s., Out Counties’ 14s., 
Sussex Paupers 9s. 6d. 
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The following are the changes among the patients since

Although the death rate has again been rather high, 
especially during the spring months of the present year, 
the mortality for 1877 on the total number under treatment 
was not more than 9°6 in the Male, and 9:2 in the Female 
Division. The assigned causes of death may be comprised 
under the following heads :—

No fatal accident has occurred and no inquest has been 
held. It is the custom to make post-mortem examinations 
in every case unless objection is made by the Patients’ 
friends; but such objections are so frequently raised in 
this county that the examinations have only been made on 
the bodies of 13 men and 14 women. From the last entry 
in the Medical Journal it appears that 32 men and 45 
women are under medical treatment, many of them old and 
feeble, but only three of the former and twelve of the latter 
were in bed. 
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The Dietary is unchanged, except that the Rice Dinners, 
‘which are usually given during the summer when milk is 
abundant, were commenced yesterday. No rational com- 
plaints were made to us on the score of the food, nor indeed ~ 
as to any other matter, except by one of the male patients, 
a professional man of education who has been here on five 
or six previous occasions. With this patient one of us had 
a long private interview, when it clearly appeared that his 
complaints were groundless, and that although improved 
mentally, he was, as yet, quite unfit for discharge. 


Both yesterday and to-day there was remarkable free- 
dom from excitement as we passed through the Wards, 
and no one was secluded. The record of seclusion shows 
that this mode of treatment is sparingly employed here, 
for it appears that during the last ten months only seven 
men and eight women have been subjected to it, and 
generally for short periods only. Under the head of 
mechanical restraint are entered the names of six men 
and seven women who have been “packed” for various 
periods in wet sheets, for Medical reasons. Dr. Williams 
continues to place great value on this mode of treatment 
in cases of excitement and restlessness. No other kind of 


restraint has been used. 


There have been no changes in the general arrangements 
of the Asylum since the last visit, and the means provided 
for useful employment and also for recreation are the same 
as before. As regards the former, it appears from returns 
furnished to us, that altogether 244 men do some kind of 
work. There are 84 on the Farm and Garden, 55 in the 
various Workshops, 2 Engineers, 3 Bakers, and 100 
eccupied in Household work. The average number of 
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women in the Laundry is 60, and their work affords 
the means of changing the patients’ linen twice a 
week. The Kitchen has 16 workers, the Dining Room 4, 
34. do Housework, and 176 Needlework, making a total 
of 314. 


The Schools are continued, and the teaching 1s given on 
four days a week. About 60 patients of each sex join in 
this. Reading and Writing is also practiced in the Wards 
under the presidency of the Chaplain, a considerable 
number of patients of each sex being assembled. 


The three Sunday Services in the Chapel and the Daily 
Prayers in the Hall are continued, and 300 men and 376 
women are present at the former, the numbers being 


somewhat less on Weekdays. 


The Weekly Balls take place as usual, and there are 
Dramatic Entertainments once a fortnight. There are 
Picnics frequently, and once a month (and this is con- 
sidered a very great privilege) parties of patients are taken 
to Brighton ; occasionally they go to the Crystal Palace. 


The Wards, as usual, present a very comfortable and 
cheerful appearance, and the Bedding is excellent and well 
attended to. The Men’s Wards have all been newly 
painted and papered, and the Women’s are now in course 
of being similarly improved. The Sanatorium, although 
not yet painted inside, has been opened for the reception 
of patients, and has now 10 male inmates of a quiet harm- 
less class. The building is well-arranged, very suitable as 
a hospital for infectious diseases, and when not required 
for that purpose capable of affording good accommodation 
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for 30 or 40 ordinary patients. All the furniture for this 
house has been made on the premises by the artisans and 


patients. 


Among other additions and improvements should be 
noticed the purchase of three cottages for the use of farm 


servants. 


= 
Dr. Greene having been appointed Superintendent of the 
Hast Riding Asylum, has been succeeded by Dr. Worthing- 
ton as Assistant Medical Officer.
